¢ omputers have become steadily nore 

important during the last few years 


and medicine has not remained unaffect« 
ed by this development. 


They are not only used in research but 
also help doctors to keep accounts, con- 
trol the smooth nınning of lrospilals and 
store patients” records in their inexhaust- 
ible brain. 


These areas can always fall back on 
tried computer methods so no new tech- 
nical problems need arise. One thing must 
be ensured and that is that patients”

Computers wil be used in diagnosis in 
future.
